!■ tht pMt week membem of ilie 
State Rating Commission have 
held several private confrrences with 
rcpmentatives of the fire insurance 
companiea. The pnrpoae of thene, 
according to Clem R Wheeler, man- 
nj^cr of tlic Kriitucli v Ai'i it. 1 1 1 1 1 
Bureau, was to have a lull under 
ttanding of each nthrr's position, 
and il po«»il)le, reacli .'iii .lu'i I'riiUMil 
on what rates shall apply. 

Mr. Wheeler said that the rrpre 
MOtAtives oi the insurance compan- 
faaaad members of the cntnmiKsinn 
failed to get together on the propo. 
•itions before them. 

Thtrt waa no intimation, he said, 
at aaj of the conferences ns to what 
rataa IWTe been or will he adopted 
bf tht conMBiaaion. Alto he faid, 
he has no idea jnst wlien tlic onni- 
miasion will promulgate its sclicd- 
olea.

The first year, which ia divided 
into three terms, is sub-divided into 
first, second, third and fourth hours, 
afternoon and Satnrd.iy morning, 
and ia devoted durinj; the first two 
terms to wood, shop and mechani- 
drawing. In the third term free 
hand tirawing and foundry ia ad- 
ded. The aecond m divided like the 
hrat aa to terms and honrs, an l 
forge ahop. eleuicutary design, urn- 
cbincahop, ateam and electrical lab 
oratory courses are taken np. 
Prof. Anderson says: 

"It ia proposed to (>ive them who 
complete this conrae of atudy a cer- 
tificate indicating that tliey have 
completed the work at aptcial tech* 
nical upprcaiiccs."

erally accepted as a tixture, and 
Mit week we will begin Vnlnne 
II, No. 1, and wo caiuiot for 
more tlian a oontitiuanoo nf the 
many courtesies and liberal 
patronage extended to us during 
the past year. We were practi- 
eally inexperienced when we 
took charge one year ago and we 
have learned many things daring 
this titiip alioiit priiititi' :»iid 
journalisa; that we did not know 
then, and we have tried to make 
improvements whore we found 
that we were tinancially able to. 
During the next year we w ill 
learn more about tne work and 
we shall eontinne to try to im- 
prove. 

When we first took bold we 
adopted one method of doing 
business wliirli is imf uhvavs 
practiced in country newspaper 
offices : that of patting oar sub- 
scription list on a paid-in-ad- 
vanoe basis. This, we belii-ve, 
is the only laceessfnl way of run 
ning a newspaper and we shall 
eontinoe this system. If the 
paper is not w.utli anytliin;; t^* 
yoo we do not want to send it to 
yna and if it is, it is jast as easy 
to pay in advance as it would W 
at the end of the year. We liuvo 
past the experimental stage and 
the Advocate is here to stay, so 
there is no risk to run as re- 
gards the paper ceasing puMica- 
tion. As a result of our adop- 
tion of this plan and by the aid 
of our pian(j cuiitost we now lmvi> 
a larger nialinK list tbau at this 
time one year ago and it is upon 
a paid up basis. 

Another method nut alway.s 
practiced in small offices where 
job work is done is that of figur- 
ing the cost on all jobs and ad- 
ding on a regular per cent <>f 
profit. Too often it is found t hat 
Id their eagerness to get the 
work from the other fellow an 
over zealous printer will cut the 
price to less than cost on one job 
on which the price is well known 
and make it up on another on 
which the price cannot so l a-i^y 
be estimated by the customer. 
Then, too, there are many who 
do net actually know the cost of 
their work and go on w i th the 
old prices, sometimes too high 
and Koniefimi's to lo«-, and n'>vcr 
know what their prolil or loss is. 
This was another change we made 
here when we assumed charge 
and we have found that this also 
a great improvenKMit over the 
old lyatem. We figure upon the 
cost and then add on our profit 
and in this way every 'nan is uc- 
corded the same treiitdifiif . 
During the past year we imve 
bought new job type aud a new 
job|^r>>Hs and made other ini- 
protements in thia department 
and w« have greatly improved 
our work and at the same time 

havejiiveii liett'T ^utisfai'tioii in 
both prices and qunUty of work. 

Briefly, we are aalMed if jroa 
Mt, and we thank all mv pa- 
troHS during the pant year and 
•aly wiah for the same courtemis 
treatmeut daring llie coiuing 
year.

Seed corn should be selcclcil in tlie 
tall just as it is coming to maturity. 
Select well developed ears growing 
apon welt developed and vigorous 
stnlks, and of the same maturitv. 
M.trk tlicm and allow tlu'iii n i 
tare. Do not select large ears from 
Stalks that have grown in hills by 
ttieiii«flvi'S, that li.ivo lirrn cx 
treroely lavored in the way o f rich 
spots or have been favored in re- 
gard to moisture prc'X'Tit, liut prefer 
those that have produced most 
heavily when growing under aver- 
age conditions, Uther things tieing 
equal, select cars from short, thick 
stalks rather than from tali slender 
ones, as the Uittcr art more likely to 
be blown down. Never select nn 
ear that is extremely lonj^ ol'shaiil;, 
but rather select one ol a ineduim 
shank with the tip pointing down- 
ward at an an};le of about 45 de- 
gress. Prefer ear<t that do not have 
a <;r(i«s. coarse, heavy husk. 

Those boys' and girls' cinbs that | 
have come under the direction of tlu- 
State University Extensi -n his -imi 
of the College of Agriculture have 
noticed that they were designated 
"ri^ricultural i ltil)s" and not "com 
clul)s." The reason for this is that 
boys' and girls' clubs in their respa-- 
tive counties should he fixed organ- 
izations through which many goml 
things may be taught to tliein nml 
other people, the club itself beio); ii 
working factor to put into opera- 
lion iliose things proposed by the 
director of the work. In this con- 
nection a hand book of instruction 
has l)e«-n |)repared tor these ilulis, 
including certain detiuite e.xcrcisca in 
corn growing, animal husbandry, 
dairying, horticalture, poultry, po- 
tato growing and domestic science.
